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1. THE COLOMBIAN MIN OF DEFENSE HAS PROPOSED A NUMBER OF WORD 
CHANGES TO US DRAFT OF THE REVISED MILITARY MISSION AGREEMENT, 
MOST OF THEM MINOR CHANGES TO CONFORM TO GOC MILITARY STRUCTURE 
AND SYSTEM. WITH THESE CHANGES, THE FONOFF IS PREPARED TO CON- 
CLUDE AGREEMENT AS SOON AS THE EMBASSY IS AUTHORIZED TO DO SO. 

THE FONOFF HAS INFORMED US THAT LEGISLATIVE APPROVAL WILL NOT 

BE REQUIRED, AND SUGGESTS AGREEMENT BY AN EXCHANGE OF NOTES, 
PROPOSING NEW LANGUAGE FOR ART 31 AS NOTED BELOW. 

2. THE EMB RECOMMENDS ACCEPTANCE OF THESE CHANGES, AND REQUESTS 
AUTHORIZATION AS SOON AS POSSIBLE TO CONCLUDE AN EXCHANGE OF 
NOTES CONFIRMING THE AGREEMENT. BOTH WE AND THE FONOFF ARE 
ANXIOUS TO DO SO BEFORE AUGUST 7. 

3. CHANGES ARE AS FOLLOWS: 

A) ART 15 OF US DRAFT IS DELETED. (EMB CEDED THIS ARTICLE PER 
AUTHORITY IN REFTEL AS A TRADE-OFF TO SECURE GOC ACCEPTANCE

TO 24 OF US DRAFT ARE THEREFORE RENUMBERED 15 TO 23 IN AMENDED

NUMBERING AND ARE ARTS 23 AND 24 IN AMENDED DRAFT. ARTS 1 1 
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AND 12 ARE REVERSED IN NEW DRAFT.

END OF ARTICLE. 

C) ART 2: THE PHRASE "NINETY DAYS” IS SUBSTITUTED FOR "THREE 
MONTHS" IN LAST SENTENCE OF BOTH PARAGRAPHS. 

D) ARTICLE 3: AMENDED TO READ "...SUCH ADDITIONAL PERSONNEL OF 
THE UNITED STATES, PROPOSED BY THE COMMANDERS OF THE COLOMBIAN 
ARMED FORCES IN COORDINATION WITH THE CORRESPONDING CHIEFS 

OF MISSION, THAT MAY BE APPROVED BY THE COMMANDING GENERAL OF 
THE ARMED FORCES AND AUTHORIZED BY THE MINISTER OF DEFENSE 
RESPECTIVELY". 

E) ART 4: AMENDED TO READ "...ADDITIONAL PERSONNEL REFERRED TO 

IN ARTICLE 3 ABOVE SHALL BE DESIGNATED BY EACH COMMANDER OF THE 
COLOMBIAN ARMED FORCES AFTER PRIOR CONSULTATION WITH THE RES- 
PECTIVE CHIEF OF MISSION." 

F) ART 5: AMENDED TO READ "...AS MAY BE STRICTLY NECESSARY TO 
PERFORM DUTIES..."; AND AT END OF ARTICLE AFTER THE WORDS
